This  month's  Folio  cover  is  a  painting  by  Joseph  Solman.

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PROGRAMMING  NOTES 

The  Drama  and  Literature  Department  presents  as  its  regu- 
lar monthly  radio  drama,  Avenue  of  Dream  by  Elyse  Nass. 
Directed  by  Daniel  Landau,  it  is  a  switch  to  realism  for  The 
Mind's  Eye  Theatre.  This  month  of  May,  there  is  an  em- 
phasis on  dance,  with  a  montage  of  words  and  music  on 
Merce  Cunningham  (May  5  at  10  p.m.)  and  a  lecture  by 
choreographer  James  Waring,  100  Questions  About  Dance, 
recorded  at  Judson  Church  (May  30  at  8: 15  p.m.).  Finally,  note 
a  change  in  scheduling  for  The  Critical  People.  It  will  appear 
at  its  regular  time,  Sunday  at  8:15,  but  will  be  weekly  with  a 
more  digestable  length  of  45  minutes.  The  weekly  format  will 
allow  for  more  immediacy,  and  four  out  of  five  fields  covered 
(music,  dance,  art,  theater,  film)  will  be  talked  about  on 
each  program.  The  rebroadcast  will  now  be  on  Mondays  at 
11:45  a.m.

THE   "MAJOR"   ARMSTRONG   AWARD 

On  March  30  WBAI  won  one  of  the  radio 
industry's  highest  awards  for  excellence,  the 
"Major"  Armstrong  Award.  The  program 
that  won  the  award  was  From  Protest  to 
Resistance,  a  documentary  on  the  October 
March  on  Washington  produced  by  Steve 
Bookshester  of  WBAI's  News  and  Public  Af- 
fairs Department.  (Steve  is  on  leave  to  work 
for  the  candidacy  of  Senator  Eugene  Mc- 
Carthy but  we  hope  to  have  him  back  soon.) 

The  "Major"  Armstrong  Awards  were  es- 
tablished in  1964  to  give  recognition  to  "ex- 
cellence and  originality"  in  creating  and 
presenting  FM  programs  of  the  greatest  pos- 
sible benefit  to  the  audience  to  which  they 
are  directed,  large  or  small.  The  awards  were 


named  for  the  late  Major  Edwin  H.  Arm- 
strong, whose  inventions,  including  the  wide- 
band FM  system,  are  an  essential  part  of 
contemporary  electronics. 

As  the  winner  of  first-place  in  news  pro- 
gramming, WBAI  received  $500.  in  cash  and 
a  bronze  plaque.  Station  Manager  Frank  A. 
Millspaugh  and  Steve  Bookshester  accepted 
the  award  for  the  station.

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An  Open  Letter  On  the  Marathon 


This  year's  Marathon  will  begin  at  5:00  p.m.  of  May  14th.  It 
will  run  continuously,  for  24  hours  a  day,  until  we  reach  our 
goal  of  $125,000.  As  you  will  notice,  we  have  put  aside  10 
days  for  the  Marathon,  although  we  hope  it  will  not  take 
that  long  to  reach  our  goal.  WBAI  has  already  found  a  new 
building,  and  we  plan  to  move  in  by  the  end  of  this  year,  or 
thereabouts.  However,  moving,  new  equipment,  and  altera- 
tions will  be  very  expensive.  We  estimate  it  will  cost  about 
$250,000.  This  is  why  we  need  money  from  you. 

To  avoid  some  of  the  confusion  of  past  Marathons,  here 
are  a  few  reminders  and  notes  for  those  of  you  who  plan,  or 
just  happen,  to  listen.  There  are  many  questions  you  have 
asked  in  the  past,  and  we  hope  these  notes  will  clarify  some 
of  them. 

(1)  Pledges:  As  you  already  know,  the  running  total  kept 
during  the  Marathon  is  a  total  of  pledges,  not  cash  on  hand. 
We  assume  you  will  send  in  your  pledge  immediately,  and 
that  the  amount  of  actual  cash  will  equal  the  amount  in 
pledges.  However,  there  is  usually  some  discrepancy,  and  this 
is  why  we  have  had  to  hold  subsequent  'minithons'.  .  .  because 
less  money  actually  came  in  than  was  pledged.  We  don't  think 
this  is  mainly  due  to  "crank  callers,"  although  we  have  our 
share  of  those  too.  Many  of  you  "overpledge"  because  you 
are  carried  away  with  the  spirit  of  the  thing.  Although  you 
really  intend  to  send  in  all  your  pledges,  you  suddenly  dis- 
cover, upon  totalling  them  all  up,  that  you  have  far  over- 
stepped your  budget.  Please  try  to  avoid  this.  Plan  before- 
hand what  you  can  afford  to  spend.  If  you  enjoy  phoning  in 
lots  of  pledges,  do  it  a  little  at  a  time — then  stop  when  you've 
reached  your  limit.  Overpledging  is  as  bad  as  underpledging! 
Another  problem  may  develop  too.  You  send  in  all  your 
pledges,  promptly,  as  we  have  requested,  and  then  you  re- 
ceive a  bill  from  us.  Sometimes,  it  is  just  a  mistake.  We  have 
received  your  check,  but  your  card  is  slightly  out  of  alpha- 
betical order,  and  does  not  get  pulled  and  destroyed.  For  this, 
please  bear  with  us.  People  do  our  filing  and  billing  not  ma- 
chines, and  there  are  honest  mistakes.  However,  there  is  an- 
other factor.  We  bill  everyone  together  after  the  Marathon 
is  over,  and  if  your  money  arrives  during  the  Marathon,  you 
will  receive  a  notice.  Ignore  it  the  first  time,  but  if  you  receive 
a  second  notice,  which  we  send  out  after  destroying  the  cards 
of  those  of  you  who  have  paid,  THEN  is  the  time  to  com- 
plain. The  second  billing  notice  is  your  check  on  us. 

(2)  Many  of  our  volunteers  are  young;  many  have  bad 
handwritings;  many  will  have  been  up  for  48  hours  at  a 
stretch.  Consequently,  many  cards  are  illegible,  or  have  in- 
complete information.  If  you  would  be  so  kind,  please  give 
the  volunteer  who  takes  your  pledge  all  information  he  asks, 
slowly  and  clearly.  Spell  out  your  name,  and  give  him  your 
ZIP  code  and  phone  number.  Also,  bear  with  him  if  he  seems 
not-all-there.  Life  is  very  chaotic  at  WBAI  during  a  Marathon, 
and  he  is  bound  to  be  affected  by  it. 

(3)  On  volunteers:  yes,  of  course  we  need  volunteers.  How- 
ever, if  you  have  ever  visited  us,  you  know  that  WBAI  con- 
sists of  two  small  floors  in  a  little  brownstone-type  building.  In 
fact,  this  is  why  we  are  having  this  Marathon:  to  get  larger 
quarters.  Our  staff  is  cramped  enough  without  a  Marathon, 
and  to  bring  in  another  25  or  30  people  makes  it  even  worse. 
From  past  experience,  we  now  know  that  we  never  need  more 


than  25  volunteers  at  one  time.  Any  more  and  the  situation 
becomes  impossible,  and  we  are  climbing  the  walls.  If  you 
would  like  to  volunteer  for  us,  it  is  always  best  to  phone  in 
first.  This  will  save  you  the  trouble  and  frustration  of  being 
turned  away  by  a  "bouncer"  in  the  lobby  when  we  have  enough 
help.  Also,  you  might  remember  that  when  we  are  in  need 
of  help,  we  ask  for  it  over  the  air.  So,  don't  just  drop  by,  call 
in  first,  and  ask  if  we  need  help.  Don't  feel  bad  if  the  answer 
is  "no."  It  is  not  because  we  don't  like  you,  or  are  snotty. 
It  is  simply  that  all  jobs  are  filled,  and  any  more  people  would 
only  cause  congestion.  On  this  subject,  you  are  welcome  to 
visit  us  at  any  time  during  the  year  EXCEPT  during  a  Mara- 
thon, for  the  same  reason.  In  advance,  let  us  mention  that 
we  are  always  short  of  help  from  7  to  9  a.m.  This  is  generally 
a  time  when  people  have  to  leave  us  to  go  to  work  or  school 
and,  at  the  same  time,  many  pledges  come  from  those  of  you 
who  are  just  waking  up.  If  these  hours  are  at  all  convenient 
for  you.  please  try  to  offer  your  services  then. 

(4)  The  Barter  Department:  each  year,  during  the  Mara- 
thon, we  get  offers  of  barter  items.  What  this  means,  simply, 
is  that  a  person  calls  in  to  offer  a  "thing"  he  has  for  sale,  with 
the  proceeds  going  to  WBAI.  You  phone  in  your  offer,  it  is 
announced  sooner  or  later  on  the  air,  and  if  someone  calls  up 
desiring  to  buy  it,  you  are  put  in  touch  with  him  after  the 
Marathon  is  over.  As  soon  as  he  has  the  coveted  item  in  his 
possession,  he  sends  his  check  to  WBAI.  The  donor  of  the 
item  may  use  its  price  as  a  tax-deduction.  Very  simple!  How- 
ever, WE  CANNOT  ACCEPT  ANY  ITEMS  AT  THE  STA- 
TION. There  is  no  room  for  them.  They  pile  up,  get  dirty, 
lost,  destroyed,  or  stolen.  So,  don't  bring  it  here.  Keep  it,  and 
when  the  "taker"  contacts  you,  make  pick-up  arrangements 
with  him.  ANY  ITEMS  BROUGHT  IN  TO  WBAI  WILL  BE 
DESTROYED.  Some  barter  items  sell  better  than  others: 
services  (typing  manuscripts,  painting  apartments,  fixing  tele- 
visions, eic.)  get  snatched  up.  Livestock  (kittens,  puppies, 
turtles,  honey-bears,  etc.)  usually  don't  get  taken,  unfor- 
tunately; neither  do  broken  equipment,  or  quantities  of  miscel- 
laneous goods,  all  offered  at  once.  "Way-out"  things  that 
sound  cute  to  you,  and  sound  funny  on  the  air  but  are  quite 
useless,  don't  go  either.  We  reserve  the  right  to  use  our  dis- 
cretion in  having  items  announced.  In  case  you  don't  know 
it,  we  go:  well  over  3,000  offers  of  barter  items  last  year.  Only 
about  250  were  actually  sold!  !  !  A  separate  barter  number 
will  be  provided  on  the  air,  as  always.  Do  not  call  our  regular 
number  with  barter  offers  .  .  .  they  will  not  be  accepted. 

(5)  Attention  Professional  Entertainers:  If  you  would  like 
io  perform  over  the  air  (gratis)  to  help  WBAI  raise  funds 
during  our  Marathon,  please  call  before  May  10th.  We  can 
give  you  a  date  and  an  approximate  time  that  you  can  be 
usjd.  Once  the  Marathon  begins,  it  is  difficult  to  book  talent. 
Bear  in  mind  that  we  have  only  one  studio,  and  no  rehearsal 
spa:e,  so  we  cannot  accommodate  large  groups.  Anyone  in- 
terested in  performing  should  call  David  Kelston  at  OX  7-2288. 

Finally,  we  want  to  thank  you  in  advance  for  your  coopera- 
tion. We  sincerely  hope  that  much  of  last  year's  disorganization 
can  be  avoided  this  year,  and  we  pledge  to  you  that  we  will 
try  our  best  to  make  things  simple  and  smooth.  We  know 
you  will  help  us.  If  you  have  any  questions  at  this  time,  not 
involving  volunteering,  phone  me  after  12  noon  at  OX  7-2993.
